NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.,  Septem¬ 
ber,  1784  —  (BP)  —  A  Baptist 
pastor  whose  courage  under  fire 
inspired  the  bravest  soldiers  of 
the  American  Revolution  has 
returned  to  his  flock  after  an 
absence  of  eight  years. 

Few  men  served  more  vali¬ 
antly  or  at  greater  aacrifice 
than  John  Gano,  pastor  gfethe 
First  Baptist  Church  of  New 
York  City.  Gano  was  a  chap¬ 
lain  throughout  the  hostHities, 
serving  under  Commander-in- 
Chief  George  Washington  for  a 
time. 

It  doubtless  was  the  conduct 
of  Gano  and  others  which 
prompted  General  Washington 
to  remark  that  Baptist  chap- 
plains  were  the  most  useful  in 
the  army.  Washington  and 
Gano  were  close  friends  and  | 
evidence  that  the  general  was 
baptized  by  Gano  has  been 
largely  documented.

All  of  this  seems  to  indicate  a  restless  discontent  under  \ 
Italy’s  cloak  of  clericalism,  -a  new  desire  of  the  people  to 
be  free  of  this  iron  shirt  they  have  been  forced  to  wear 
I6r  so  long. 

But  the  significance  of-the  case  does  not  end  in  Italy. 

Its  influence  leaps  across  the  seas  to  the  United  States 
and  raises  some  very  pertinent  and  important  questions  re¬ 
garding  Catholic  ambitions  in  this  country,  ru 

This  case  brings  up  to  the  light  at  day  sn  official  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  Roman  Church  with  regard  to  marriage,  which 
threatens  American  freedom.  Observatore  Romano,  Vati¬ 
can  City  newspaper,  noted  that  Canon  2341  of  the  Code 
of  Canon  Law  provides  that  any  person  who  brings  a  bishop 
before  a  lay  court  incurs  ipso  facto  excommunication.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  here  in  this  country,  not  only  that  the  Ro¬ 
man  cnurch  demands  obedience  to  Canon  Law  from  Cath¬ 
olic  citizens  and  public  officials,  but  the  Church  wherever 
it  has  had  the  opportunity,  has  tried  to  enforce  the  rigors 
on  the  non-Catholic  population.  The  penalties  for  differing 
with  the  Church  range  all  the  way  up  the  extremes  of 
Catholic  pressures  to  exocmmunication  and  ostracism. 

The  ugly  facto  are  that,  while  there  is  a  certain  amount 
of  accommodation  to  the  ways  of  derflBtracy  during  its 
time  of  minority  in  this  country,  the  Catholic  Church  leaves 
no  room  for  disagreement  with  its  policies  and  shows  no 
patience  with — nor  Christian  charity  for — those  who  dare 
to  differ  with  it. 

We  take  no  pleasure  in  the  discomfiture  or  embarrass¬ 
ment  of  the  Roman  Catholic  hierarchy,  either  here  at  home 
or  abroad,  but  neither  do  we  take  pleasure  in  the  fact  that 
Catholic  bishops  and  priests  in  this  country  are  working 
night  and  day  to  clamp  Americana  into  this  same  sort  of 
religio-poHtical  vise. 

Lest  the  American  people  wake  up  to  the  realities  of 
the  situation,  our  land— like  Italy,  Spain,  and  Latin  Amer¬ 
ica — may  be  seized  wjth  this  same  creeping  paralysis.

The  les¬ 
son  matter  arranged  give  words 
of  our  Lord  to  an  individual  In 
which  the  Individual  la  comman¬ 
ded  to  do  Individual  evangelism 
where  his  witness  will  count  for

Tbe  time-stretch  over  which 
these  words  extend  ia  perhaps 
some  fifteen  years,  and  the  ter¬ 
ritorial  of  geographical  ^stretch 
of  them  t»  rather  wide.  These 
words  run  from  a  briefly  told 
event  in  the  life  of  our  Lord  aa 
told  by  Mirk,  through  Luke’s  ac¬ 
count  of  a  commission  give  by 
the  Lord  to  a  rather  numerous 
group  of  his  disciples,  now  sent 
out  as  apostles,  through  a  notice 
by  Luke  In  Acta  the  early,  ordi¬ 
nary  Christians  gave  their  wit¬ 
ness  to  Jesus,  and  close  with  a 
commendation  of  the  Theszs- 
lonia  brethren  and  a  prophecy 
of  what  their  eyes  shall  one  day 
see.  i 

I.  WHERE  RELIGION  Counts 
for  Most  “Go  home  to  thy 
friends  sad  tell  them.”  This  is 
the  Lord’s  answer  to  the  first 
prayer  one  M*  convert  ever 
prayed.  The  demonised  man  on 
being  healed,  prayed,  “Let  me 
go  with  you,”  and  the  Lord,  an¬ 
swered,  "(jo  home  to  thy 
friends."
